Los Angeles WV-A coroner's 


inquest jury exonerated police 
Wednesday in the shooting 
death of "two men who at- 
tempted 
to 
kidnap rubber 


magate Leonard Firestone. 


The jury, after deliberating 


one hour and 35 minutes, ruled 
the death of William Calvin 
Bailey, 44, justifiable homi- 
cide in lawful performance of 
duties and protection of life. 


The death of George Henry 


Skalla, 25, was ruled accident- 
al with no criminal responsi- 
bility on the part of the of- 
ficers. 


Ricocheted 


Earlier Wednesday a wit- 


ness testified that Skalla died 
of wounds from bullets that 
ricocheted into his body. 


Skalla was 
the informer 


who had tipped waiting po- 
lice to the kidnap plot 


The two men were shot as 


they entered Firestone's Bev- 


erly Hills home Jan. 13. 


Bailey died instantly. Skalla 


a few hours later. 


Firestone was not home. 


Warned by police of the plot 
against him, he had gone to 
San Francisco.

plan, a detective told the in- 
quest jury. 


Police said they tried to 


ensure Skalla's safety 
but

Detective Arthur F. Van 


Court said the entire opera- 
tion allegedly was planned 
and directed by Bailey. 


The detective said Skalla 


told him he was afraid of 
Bailey and understood Bailey 
planned to kill him.

17th at 3 p.m. by police of- 
ficers Ken Idcen and Frank 
Valentine who were making a 
routine investigation in that 
area. 


Officer Valentine said Pay- 


ton offered no resistance. 


Booked 


Payton was identified by 


two witnesses and has signed 
a statement.

said.

booked on an "open charge" 
pending an investigation of 
a r m e d 
robbery, 
Sawdon 


added. 


Robert M. Gordon, proprie- 


tor of the jewelry store, said 
the hold-up occurred about 
12:30 when the man, later 
identified as Payton, returned 
to the store for the second 
time within an hour. 


Gordon said the man had 


looked at hand guns on his 
first visit. When he returned 
the second time, the man told 
Gordon he had inquired at an- 
other business, found the guns 
lower priced, but particularly 
liked one of the guns Gordon 
had. 


The man strapped on a Hol- 


ster and walked around me 
jewelry store for about 15 to 
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20 minutes with the unloaded 
gun in the holster. 


In the meantime, a woman 


customer, Mrs. Karen Hud- 
son, 25, of 1720 No. 31st, en- 
tered the store. She and Gor- 
don were in the process of 
a business transaction when 
the man approached Gordon 
with the gun and announced, 
"This is a hold-up," Gordon 
said. 


"He said he wanted paper 


(money). No silver," Gordon 
said. Gordon theorized that 
the gunman loaded the .22 
caliber weapon while Gordon 
was waiting on Mrs. Hudson. 


Gave Him SCO 


Gordon counted out $66 from 


his cash register and gave it 
to the gunman. The gunman 
said lie was going to walk sev- 
eral blocks with Mrs. Hudson 
and warned Gordon not to 
call the police for 20 minutes. 


After a brief pause, Gordon 


said, the gunman 
abruptly 


changed his mind and said it

Hudson to leave, and then 
fled on foot, mentioning some- 
thing about hopping a freight 
out of town.

...LBJ To Call For Same Level 


Washington (UPI) — Organ- 


ized labor is accusing the ad- 
ministration of unfairly freez- 
ing at the 1965 level the wage- 
price gnideposts that Presi- 
dent Johnson follows in as- 
sessing the Inflationary Im- 
pact of wage and price In- 
creases. 


Labor sources said Wednes- 


day that Johnson's economic 
report, which goes to C o n - 
gress Thursday, would c a l l 
for the same 3.2% ceiling on 
pay or price increases advo- 
cated last year. 


Call It Arbitrary 


Union leaders said that un- 


der the administration's own 
ground rules, the ceiling for 
wage hikes would have gone 
h i g h e r this year. 
They 


charged that the freeze was 
an arbitrary decision, pulled 
out of the hat, and was tan- 


tamount to changing the rules 
hi the middle of the game. 


The union officials who sat 


in on an advance briefing by 
administration officials on the 
economic message said t h e y 
were told the formula used 
in the past for establishing 
the guldeposts was b e i n g 
dropped. 


Under that formula, there 


would have be^n a rise to 
3.69r in the key figure used 
by the government to gauge 
whether wage or price rises 
were inflationary. 


Johnson was expected to tell 


Congress Thursday that be- 
cause of the pressure of the 
Viet Nam war and other in- 
flationary threats in the econ- 
omy, wage-price guideposts 
will be unchanged. 


The President also was ex- 


pected to remind lawmakers, 


as he did in his budget mes- 
sage and State of the Union 
speech, that war 
demands 


might make it necessary for 
him to ask for tax increases 
later this year. 


Under the economic guide- 


posts, frequently criticized by 
labor and sometimes by man- 
agement, the Idea Is that wage 
increases should not exceed 
the average rate of gain In 
productivity. 


By the same t o k e n , the 


t h e o r y is that a company 
whose output has kept pace 
or exceeded the national av- 
erage should be able to ab- 
sorb wage hikes to employes 
up to that rate without in- 
cr"asing prices. 


5 Years Preceding 


The President's Council of 


Economic Advisers, which de- 
veloped the system, has used 


the most recent five-year per- 
iod for computing the so- 
called allowable increases. 


The 3.2% figure was based 


on the period 1960-64. Under 
the sliding mathematical for* 
mula, the level for 1966 nor* 
m a 11 y would cover 
1961 


through 1963, lopping off a 
low productivity year, 1960. 
This would tend to push the 
19G6 ceiling to 3.6%. 


But labor s o u r c e s said 


Gardner Acklcy, chairman of 
the Council of Economic Ad* 
visers, told union leaders that 
to raise the ceiling would cre- 
ate a new inflation danger. 


The sources said Acklcy and 


other council members 
ex- 


plained that the administra- 
tion felt a longer period than 
five years should be used to 
a v e r a g e out productivity 
gains.

Speculation 


The decision came in t h e 


wake of speculation that the 
Job Corps has decided on an 
out-of-stale contractor a n d 
will offer Lincoln a center on 
that basis with no other alter- 
native.

'Up to City' 


Gov. Frank Morrison, who 


met briefly with the commit- 
tee 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 


said, "it is up the city to de- 
cide what to do with the base, 
and whatever they decide, I'll 
help to the best of my ability 
as I have done in the past." 


Petersen and the committee 


have coupled their support of 
the University and Northern 
Natural with the basic stand 
that the base lease should be 
cancelled and the entire base 
property turned back to the 
city. 


And they have repeatedly 


requested a declaration of ex- 
cess by the Defense Depart- 
ment to that effect. 


"I would rather go on the 


basis that we have something 
to say about what happens to 
the base," thr mayor again 
said earlier Wednesday, add- 
ing that "We're in better 
shape now to take our lumps 
if it takes tax money to main- 
tain the base before other 
users are found." 


Petersen maintained he has 


found very little enthusiasm 
for a Job Corps center from 
the "general populace." "We 
could justify it on a monetary 
basis simply because of the 
University and Northern Na- 
tural," he said. 


G. Robert Ross, committee 


member and vice chancellor 
of the University, said the 
committee shouldn't feel ob- 
ligated to the University and 
Northern as negotiations pro- 
ceed with the government, 


Ross pledged the jointly- 


formed corporation to fight 
for its Job Corps application 
if that were the city's wish.

replaced an air base.)

San Marcos is a south-cen- 


tral T e x a s community of 
nearly 15,000 persons located 
in Hays County on Interstate 
Highway 35 between Austin 
and San Antonio. 


It's hot and dry in the sum- 


mer and likes to boast about 
its short mild winter. 


Austin is 29 miles up t h e 


road, and San Antonio is 45 
miles to the southwest. 


San Marcos is the home of 


Southwest -Texas State C o 1- 
lege, suddenly a fast-growing 
educational institution which 
counts more than 5,000 s t u- 
dents and is headed for 11,000 
by 1970. Its most famous grad- 
uate lives in the White House. 


Agricultural Area 


The community is centered 


in an agricultural area smack 
between the storied Texas hill 
country and rolling black pas- 
ture and farmland. 


Cattle roam 
the country- 


side, and cattle feeding is a 
major San Marcos business. 


The community entertains 


some tourist trade, much of 
it attracted by nearby Wonder 
Cave. 


A plastics 
manufacturing 


plant is one of the town's few 
Industries, and San Marcos Is 
seeking and hoping for some 
Industrial growth to balance 
Its economy. 


The community suffered an 


economic blow in 1959 when 
the military deactivated t !i e 
Gary Air Force Base f o u r 
miles southeast of town. It 
had most recently served as 
an Army helicopter training 
station. 


San Marcos went to work to 


develop Gary's aviation facil- 
ities into a top-notch munici- 
pal airport, but the remaind- 


er of the base lay unused for 
five long years. 


Center Opened 


Then, on Dec. 16, 1964, Gary 


was reopened to establish an 
urban Job Corps training cen- 
ter on 2,200 acres of unused 
federal property. 


Today 2,700 Corpsmen (it 


will grow to 3,000) and 900 
permanent 
staff 
members 


populate Camp Gary. 


Thirty - nine v o c a t i o n a l 


courses—from auto mechan- 
ics to welding — are being 
taught there. 


The first graduates, 155 of 


them, have been turned o u t 
into the world. Sixty-one of 
them have been placed into 
jobs, 18 of them in the gener- 
al area, five in San Marcos it- 
self. Sixty-five have entered 
military service and 29 have 
returned to school, three of 
them to college. 


How has it all-worked out? 


The Star inquired by tele- 
phone. 


"We were mighty appre- 


hensive at first," Tom Buck- 
ncr, the news editor of t h c 
San Marcos Record, recalled. 


"The people here f e a r e d 


that what we might be getting 
would bo a bunch of y o u n g 
hoodlums, but we've b e e n 
pleasantly surprised. 
We're 


very pleased." 


20 Arrests 


Buckner dug into San Mar- 


cos police records last month 
and found that 20 Corpsmen 
had been arrested since t h e 
c e n t e r welcomed its first 
trainees last March 3. During 
the same period of time, 43 
local youths were arrested. 


"Local Youths Give Law- 


men M o r e Trouble Than 
Corpsmen," 
headlined 
the 


Record. 


Of the 20 arrests, four were 


for investigation, six for theft, 
nine for being drunk in a pub- 
lic place, and one for fighting. 


The sheriff's office m a d e 


three arrests of 
Corpsmen 


during the same period, two 
on charges of burglary a n d 
one for auto theft. It was the 
county attorney's car. 


Gary Corpsmen also travel 


on passes to Austin and San 
Antonio, Buckner 
reported, 


and 61 were arrested in five 
months in Austin. 


Town Is 'Dry* 


The fact that San Marcos is 
dry" has probably held down 


the offense rate there, law of- 
ficials believe. 


"We've had no problems 


with the Corpsmen that we do 
not have with local people," 
Police 
Sgt. J o e Hawkins 


noted. 


There has been no need to 


increase the police force or 
boost the law enforcement 
budget, he said. 


Location of the center 
at 


Camp Gary has meant "a lit- 
tle boom" for San Marcos, ac- 
cording to Mayor Ellis Serur. 


'Quite An Impact* 


"Nothing 
is available in 


housing anymore. Lots of con- 
struction is under way. Our re- 
tail trade has been helped 
considerably. It's had quite an 
impact on our economy. 


"We're very glad to have 


the center," 
Mayor 
Serur 


said. "It is a distinct asset to 
our community." 


It's "the same as landing 


a new Industry'," Buckner sug- 
gested. 


"And it uses the old air base 


property to the best possible 
advantage. Why, since it was 
closed, the property just lay 
there and was not utilized-at 
all. 


"The only better thing I 


could think of would be a gov- 
ernment mint," B u c k n e r 
laughed.

Washington (UPI) — About 


15 y e a r s ago somebody 
thought up a way to p i p e 
television p r o g r a m s into 
mountain valley communities 
unable to receive normal TV 
signals. 


Now the procedure of cable 


television has b e c o m e so 
widespread It competes with 
regular television stations. It 
Is roundly denounced by some 
tclecastere and almost all 
want to see the Federal Com- 
munications Commission 
(FCC) Impose controls. 


The pipe-in television is 


called CATV (cable antenna 
television). And on Feb. 10, 
the FCC will tackle the ques- 
tion of what controls — if any 
—should be placed on t h e 
CATV systems sprouting up 
around the nation. 


Sharp Dispute 


It is one of the sharpest 


controversies ever to rock the 
television industry. And a de- 


cision by the FCC could have 
far-reaching effects. It could 
even influence the financial 
holdings of President J o h n- 
son's wife and daughters. 


The first CATV stations 


were created about 1950 in 
mountainous areas of Pennsyl- 
vania and Oregon, where re 
ception of ordinary television 
programs was virtually im- 
possible. CATV operators 
placed antennas on mountain 
tops, where they could pick 
up signals from distant sta- 
tions, and pipe the programs 
into populous valleys. 


Later, CATV branched out 


into communities served by a 
single TV station offering 
subscribers network programs 
which were not being broad- 
cast over hometown stations. 
And more recently, CATV has 
set its sights on big metro- 
politan areas, including New 
York, Philadelphia, C l e v e - 
land and Pittsburgh. 


In t h e s e areas, already 


served by three or more sta- 
tions, CATV offers subscrib- 
ers a wider choice of pro- 
grams, plus a clearer picture. 


Burgeons 


In the past five years, the 


number of CATV systems has 
more t h a n doubled. Now, 
there are about 1,300 of them 
serving about 4 million sub- 
scribers. Although there is a 
wide variation in rates a n d 
services, a typical CATV 
hookup is geared to transmit 
five programs at a t i m e , 
charging about $5 a month. 


The FCC began to enter the 


CATV field last April when it 
imposed two restrictions on 
the CATV systems which use 
microwave radio to r e l a y 
signals. There arc only about 
250 of these in existence. 


Those restrictions specify 


that the systems: 


—Must carry the programs 


of the local stations. This is 
to protect the local stations 
from being blacked out in 


their own community on sets I Johnson daughters hold a ma 
adapted to receive programs 
by wire rather than live. 


Grace Period 


—Cannot transmit any net- 


work program which the lo- 
cal station plans to carry 15 
days before or 15 days after 
its origination. This gives the 
local station a grace period 
in which It can tape and re- 
broadcast network programs. 


The National Association of 


Broadcasters says the FCC 
should regulate all CATV sys- 
tems to ascertain they supple- 
ment rather than substitute 
for free telecasts. Broadcast- 
ers also asked whether CATV 
bas the right to relay for pro- 
fit p r o g r a m s produced by 
others.

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.^International Scene Awesome 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLKR 


The Outlook 


Grim 


" Two reports this week were enlight- 


ening-In regard to the awesome nature of 
thjpbternational scene as it stands today 
One-report was from a student of Commu- 
nist" China affairs, Prof. Ralph L. Powell, a 
specialist in Communist China's military 
power and chairman of the Far Eastern 
studies program at American University in 
Washington. D.C. The other report was 
from Defense Secretary Robert S. Mc.Na- 
mara to the House Armed Services sub- 
committee. 


Both reports showed a world oriented 


toward the destruction of mankind, whether 


deliberately or inevit- 
ably. And If it should 
ever happen, it would 
not make too m u c h 
difference to civiliza- 


tion whether it was deliberate or inevitable. 
Dead is dead, be it either by design or by 
accident. In the words of McNamara, this 
nation could absorb a surprise nuclear at- 
tack and still wreak destruction on Red 
China and Russia. In such event we could 
not protect against the loss of human life in 
the "tens of millions" of people, said Mc- 
Namara, but our vengeance upon the ag- 
gressor would be devastating. 


The chief used of manned aircraft, said 


the defense secretary, would be to force 
the Soviet Union to spend large sums of 
money on defense against conventional air- 
craft. Powell said that the Chinese com- 
munists have a military concept of over- 
extending the United States, forcing this 
country to spend more money, send more 
troops and suffer more casualties in Viet 
Nam. 


"They (Red China) have a thesis of pro- 


tracte'd war based on their belief that revo- 
lutionaries have more patience than their 
enemies in the capitalist 
world." said 


Powell. Obviously, both East and West are 
looking to their armaments as the means to 
final victory. 


There is, of course, a difference in the 


two as the U.S. is committed to no proposi- 
tion of world conquest. We.are committed to 
freedom and have gone so far as to defend 
the freedom of any and all who ask assis- 
tance of us. This, then, brings us back 
around to our conflict with communism and 
our reliance on weapons of destruction. The 
problem is how the world will ever right 
itself, how it will ever find the means of 
settling its differences in peaceful fashion. 
No one in the United States would approve 
of nuclear diplomacy except as an alterna- 
tive that cannot be avoided. It would be fol- 
ly for us to risk everything by laying down 


our weapons, by destroying the military 
power on which we now rely. But while thig 
power Is a deterrent, it Is also a threat and 
other nations of the world see It as such 
whether we do or not. To gain equality in 
the world, communism feels it must at least 
match and surpass if it can the military 
capability of the United States. 


For our own safety, we feel that we 


must stay ahead of communism in mili- 
tary power. The circle is a vicious one that 
leads 10 the kind of talk engaged In by .Mc- 
Namara when be spoke of human losses in 
the "tens of millions." Such are terrible 
terms but such, too, arc the realities of the 
situation In which we live. Powell described 
the contents of bis report as a "grim pros- 
pect" and such Is certainly the case. Red 
China could not possibly understand the 
United States and follow the concept of 
"overextending" as explained by Powell. 


* 
This is as futile an approach as. could 


be devised by the Red Chinese and demon- 
strates their total lack of knowledge of this 
country and its people. We would much 
prefer to be putting into our domestic econo- 
my the billions we are now being forced to 
spend on defense. But the Chinese overlook 
the fact that we will put into defense if it 
is necessary even far greater amounts than 
we are now spending. 


It is naive, even, for the Chinese lead- 


ers to believe that they can push this nation 
to and then over the brink of economic 
disaster. This is not folly because we could 
not be economically exhausted but because 
we would take corrective action 
before 


such a situation were allowed to develop. 


In Viet Nam, for instance, we will either 


win or we will pull out or some compro- 


mise will evolve by 
which neither s i d e 
wins much. But none 
of these eventualities 
would be the e n d of 


things. Even if we simply pulled out, the 
showdown would have to come then at some 
other place and at some other time. So 
long as Red China persists in her concept 
of domination of the world, a showdown is 
inevitable at some time. Thus, we continue 
to talk in terms of nuclear bombs, of cities 
reduced to rubble and millions of people 
killed. We continue to talk of destruction 
rather than of any building up of the world. 


It can only be hoped that time will 


bring all nations, particularly the Chinese 
communists, to a greater realization of the 
hopelessness and futility of their current 
courses of action. There can be no ques- 
tion that disaster is all that lies at the 
end of the road now being travelled.

None would want harassment of Lin- 


coln eating establishments from the City- 
County Health Department. It is the re- 
sponsibility of the department to see to it, 
however, that the public interest is protect- 
ed in "matters of health. The average citizen 
has no means by which he can guard against 
unsanitary conditions in public eating places. 
This can be guarded against only by the 
department 


The department should be helpful and 


cooperative 
with 
such 
establishments, 


seeking to educate them and to encourage 
them in the practice of good sanitary prac- 
tices and facilities. At the same time, the 
department has to be reasonably firm. Re- 
ports are that some restaurants have re- 
peatedly violated the sanitation code set up 
by the city and endorsed by the department, 


unthinkable that repeated viola- 


tions of the code should be permitted. From 
time to time, violations should be expected 
but not frequently and by the same estab- 
lishments. 


The department is considering various 


ways of adding strength to its enforcement 
program. This includes a better program of 
education' for restaurants and such should 
definitely be included. 


At the same time, the department should 


look to other tougher enforcement measures 
It should examine its code to make sure it 
is perfectly clear and understandable and 
that it will stand any legal tests. The latter 
would be particularly essential for any pub- 
lic disclosure of offenders. Finally, the de- 
partment should consider revocation of op- 
erating permits of offending establishments 
until such time as they meet the require- 
ments of the code.

Premier Ky was 
still grousing when Rusk 
left. Ky's position has been 
that South Viet Nam cannot 
go to the conference table 
as long as the Viet Cong 
controls around 1.600 vil- 
lages and the South Viet Nam 
government only 700.

ably cannot be cured by establishing pro- 
grams to make him produce more. He is 
already guilty of overproduction. He needs 
nothing to increase his incentive. He seems 
to have too much of that already. His barn- 
yard is mechanized. A flip of the switch 
light* his home. Indeed, he would be better 
off with a more effective educational sys- 
tem. And he could mostly stand a better 
price for his products. His poverty comes 
from being ignored in our economic system.

A "frozen1 


shoulder 
is 


one that Is 
too stiff or 
too 
painful 


to move, but 
I'm* afraid 
t h a t 
too 


many people 
h a v e the 
idea 
t h a t 


nothing can 
be d o n e 
about such a 
other joint). 


The longer such a joint re- 


mains "frozen." the more 
difficult it will be to get it 
moving again. Still, it often 
can be restored to some ac- 
tivity if you are willing to do 
the right things, or have the 
right things done to it, and 
will endure some pain. 


What causes a 
"frozen" 


joint? Sometimes injury — 
such as a dislocation or frac- 
tu re : sometimes bursitis; 
sometimes arthritis: s o m e - 
timcs the aftermath of hav- 
ing to keep the.joint in one 
position, without moving, for 
a certain length of time, as 
with a broken collar bone. Or 
removal of a breast leaves 
the shoulder area very ten- 
der for some time. Such pa- 
tients are warned to move 
the arm and shoulder, even 
though it hurts, to avoid a 
"frozen" shoulder. 


The trouble actually is not 


so much in the joint itself as 
in tissues surrounding t h e 
joint. Adhesions (clinging to- 
gether of tissues) from lack 
of movement can occur. 
There may be irritation from 
certain tendons riding over 
the joint. 


How to correct it? Physical 


manipulation of the joint, un- 
der anesthesia, to loosen the 
"frozen" tissues is one way. 
Application of heat, plus the 
patient's own efforts to move 
the joint gradually, is anoth- 
er. Sometimes surgery is re- 
quired to release adhesions 
and free trapped tendons. 


Whatever the o r i g i n a l 


cause, 
and whatever the 


treatment, the patient almost 
always must make up his 
mind that it is going to be 
painful, especially in the be- 
ginning. The discomfort will 


lessen as the "frozen" joint 
recovers the ability to move 
normally. If you look for an 
"easy" or painless cure, 
there Isn't much reason to 
expect good results. But if 
you make up your mind to 
stand some pain, the joint be- 
comes less painful as its abil- 
ity to move Increases. 


In cities with qualified bone 


specialists (orthopedists) or 
orthopedic clinics, h i g h l y 
skilled treatment can be ob- 
tained, but it still means that 
the patient has to do his 
part, and some pain is the 
price of getting that "frozen" 
joint "unfrozen."

Your ears played a trick 


on you — it's "inguinal," not 
"intestinal." 
An "inguinal 


ring" is a weak spot or po- 
tential place in the groin 
through which a rupture or 
hernia can occur. These rings 
can be dilated without there 
being an actual hernia. 


The advice to avoid heavy 


lifting is sound — perhaps we 
might better say avoid any 
excessive abdominal strain. 
Ordinarily surgery is n o t 
done for dilated rings. The 
decision depends on the pa- 
tient's work and other fac- 
tors such as your general 
health.

causes blue blood vessels 
near the surface of the skin, 
and is there a n y way to 
shrink or remove them? I 
know older people get vari- 
cose veins, but I am only 15 
and already have broken 
veins on my legs.—R.F.U. 


I'm rather sure that the 


blood vessels distressing you 


are'not varicose, but aro 
what we call venous,stars or 
spiders, little networks of 
blue veins. 


The small veins are near 


the surface and are fragile. 
A bump may cause leakage 
of blood and a bruise to ap- 
pear. 


From 
the standpoint of 


health and comfort, they do 


• no harm They are not vari- 


cose veins. Frankly, we don't 
know all about what causes 
them, hut Is us thought that 
they are related to estrogen 
(the female hormone) level.

pepper harmful to the stom- 
ach?— M.G. 


Not in ordinary circum- 


stances. If you had an ulcer 
or gastritis "(inflammation of 
the stomach) or some such 
ailment, pepper would be ir- 
ritating and hence harmful. 
But it won't, in reasonable 
amounts, harm a healthy 
stomach. You might compare 
it to salt. Salt, sprinkled on 
your skin, wouldn't be harm- 
ful.

The Career Of Ernesto 'Che7 Guevara 


NEW YORK — It makes 


sense, the report that C h e 
Guevara caught a bullet with 
his name on it last year dur- 
ing the Dominican Republic's 
three-headed war and w a s 
buried there. This could ac- 
count for Fidel Castro's coy- 
n e s s about the mystifying 
exit from public view of the 
man he treated like a broth- 
er. 


C a s t r o has lots of gall, 


much of it based on his pret- 
ty sure knowledge that t h e 
U.S. will now not slap h i m 
down. But to admit openly 
that his chief co-conspirator 
and adviser had undertaken 
to export Castro's commu- 
nism elsewhere in L a t i n 
America would be risking 
new U.S. and OAS sanctions. 
Hence (perhaps) his some- 
times lugubrious, sometimes 
arch references to Guevara. 
Hence (probably) his being 
seen here and there in Ha- 
vana with flashy Mrs. Gue- 
vara. 


If Guevara is dead, his de- 


mise was overdue. He was a 
revolutionary, ready to d I e 
for his causes, when Castro 
was still dreaming of being 
n big league pitcher. He quit 
his medical studies at t h e 
University of Bnenos Aires, 
near which he was born, to 
join the communist under- 
ground then conspiring to 
overthrow Juan Peron. He 
wielded a gun and explosives 
In the anti-Peron riots in 
1952, and was lucky to escape 
with his life. 


He showed up some months 


later in Bolivia, working in 
a leper colony by day and 
haranguing to peasants to 
cast 
off their Imperialist 


chains by night 


Almost inevitably, he was 


on hand and lending a hand 
when 
the 
pro-communist 


government of Jacabo Ar- 
benz German took over Gua- 
temala. In that capacity, ha 
had his first confrontation 
with the U.S., a nation hi 
was destined to bring to the 
brink of a thermonuclear 
war with the Soviet Union. 


Arbenz was overthrown in 


1954 
by 
C.I.A.-assemblcd 


forces working on .direct or- 
ders from Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles and Presi- 
dent Elsenhower.- Guevatj 
fled, to fight again. This time 


he showed up in Mexico, 
drawn 
magnetically 
to a 


young university-trained hot- 
head named Castro, who. too. 
was lucky to be alive. 


fc £ & 


Castro, who actually had 


been scouted by Joe Cam- 
bria, a slave-trader for the 
Washington Senators, was in 
exile at the time. He had 
made so bold in 1952 to crit- 
icize Cuban Dictator Fulgen- 
cio Batista openly. 


Castro 
and his brother 


Raul led a small 
force 


against the sleepy garrison 
in Santiago de Cuba on the 
night of July 26, 1953. hoping 
to seize its arsenal, the sec- 
ond largest in Cuba, and en- 
list the support of the people 
of the area. It was a disas- 
ter. The Castro irregulars 
were beaten off, and the peo- 
ple never lifted a finger in 
their support. 


The C u b a n 
lieutenant 


whose search party found the 
Castro brothers hiding in the 
neighboring bills was under 
orders from Batista to kill 
them on sight. But he was a 
man 
of 
compassion. He 


brought them back into San- 
tiago de Cuba, locked them 
up and was, in turn, given a 
stiff prison sentence for dis- 


obeying the command to kill. 


& .* * 


Batista was a rough despot, 


but now he knew there must 
be a trial—not summary exe- 
cution, for that would hurt 
his profitable relations with 
Washington. The bishop of 
Santiago, who knew the Cas- 
tro family, entered the act 
with pleas for mercy. In the 
end, Batista released t h e 
brothers, probably with the 
understanding that they get 
out and stay out of Cuba. 
They moved to Mexico, and 
soon they had Che Guevara 
as their mentor. He knew his 
twin-businesses, the military 
and Marxism. He was with 
the little Castro force that 
slushed ashore in Oriente 
Province in 1956, took to the 
mountains of the S i e r r a 
Maestra when scattered by 
Batista forces, and w i t h 
Fidel when he rode in tri- 
umph into Havana — ac- 
claimed on all sides. 


I saw Guevara in Santiago 


a year and a half ago, lis- 
tening to Castro endlessly ad- 
dress a crowd of 300,000. He 
sat next to his dashing wife 
and contentedly puffed a long 
cigar. The 20-20 vision of 
hindsight now m a k e s mo 
think he looked like a man 
who wanted some fresh ac- 
tion.

miles away. They were typi- 
cal, affectionate grandpar- 
ents who had all the time in 
the world to listen when 
children wanted to talk and 
ask questions. 
• Parents can't always do 
this. They're still up to their 
ears in work and communi- 
ty activities, and arc in- 
clined to say, "Ask me an- 
6ther time," when youug- 
stcrs come running w i t h 
problems and queries. But 
an older person usually has 
plenty of time for listening 
and counseling. 


For many young people, 


age looms as a 
frightful 


spectre. The realization that 
someday their hair will be 
white, their faces wrinkled. 


and their gait awkward and 
infirm, may prove a trau- 
matic experience. 


But when they are privi- 


leged to know healthy, well- 
adjusted elders their appre- 
hensions diminish, for they 
find in them a contradic- 
tion of their fears. They be- 
gin to see that, despite phys- 
ical changes, age brings 
many plus values such as 
tranquility. contentment and 
understanding. 


They discover that the el- 


derly have a better perspec- 
tive. Having lived through 
25,000 or more tomorrows, 
the aged can assure t h e 
young that little problems 
which loom so importantly 
today are really quite in- 
significant when v i e w e d 
from a distance of decades. 


Parents should encourage 


children to spend as much 
time as possible with philo- 
sophical, contented elders, 
and e l d e r s themselves 
should realize they have an 
important role to fulfill as 
a friend to youth.

Dal in wrote in World Eco- 


nomics and International Re- 
lations, a journal of tlic Sov- 
iet Academy of Sciences. 


His article ran counter to 


some better-publicized articles 
on the subject. 


Dalin described big corpora- 


tions in the West, mainly the 
United States, as being owned 
by a large number of small 
stockholders with "the finan- 
cial oligarchy" controlling the 
corporations. 


Out Inevitably, he said, the 


financial o l i g a r c h y has 
become unnecessary and will 
inevitably be eliminated be- 
cause Its functions of running 


corporations have been turned 
over to hired executives. • 


"A process of gigantic so- 


cialization of production is 
under way in the capitalist 
world today," Dalin wrote. 


"Simultaneously, socializa- 


tion of capitalist ownership 
too is taking place. From pri- 
vate it is becoming collective 
capitalist ptopcrty which is a 
negation of private property 
within the bounds of capita- 
lism itself." 


This "signifies the fullest 


material preparation for so- 
cialism," Dalin said. He did 
not discuss political prepara- 
tions, which communists say 
require a "dictatorship of the 
proletariat." 


Dalin said the masses of lit- 


tle stockholders who own big 


Western corporations w o u l d 
have the approval of V.I. Len- 
in, who advocated the violent 
seizure of property from bl{ 
capitalists. 


"Lenin taught us that the 


task of the revolution in re- 
lation to small property own 
crs is by no means reduced 
to confiscating t h e i r proper 
ty," Dalin said. He quoted 
Lenin as saying: 


"We shall differentiate be- 


tween the small and l a r g e 
shareholders. We shall take 
very little from the former 
and a great deal, but not nee 
cssarily all. from the latter 
only." 


Some Western writers have 


suggested that the communis 
world is moving toward more 
capitalistic ways.

Most mistakes made by de- 


clarer are traceable to a 
failure to plan the play— 
whether at the beginning of 
a hand or in the course of it. 
This tendency to proceed 
without planning is more a 
matter of bad training than 
bad judgment, and too often 
t h i s thoughtless approach 
leads to a dreadful result. 


For example, l o o k at 


South's method of play in 
this hand. He took the spade 
lead with the ace, drew three 


rounds of trumps, and played 
a diamond to the queen, 
which won. 


Being in dummy, t h e - c 


was no play South could now 
make to salvage the situa- 
tion. Whatever he led, the 
defense could win a spade, a 
diamond and two clubs to 
defeat the contract one trick. 


But if South had looked 


ahead, he would have real- 
ized that drawing trumps at 
once was not the solution for 
his problem. He would have 
known, had he really thought 
about the matter, that he 
could make the contract if 
West had the ace of diamonds 
or if East had the ace of 
clubs. 


Having recognized this, he 


would have won the opening 
lead with the ace of spades 
and led a diamond towards 
the K-Q. If it turned out that 
the queen won the trick, he 
could then afford to d r a w 
trumps and follow this by 
playing another diamond to 
the king. 


In the actual case, whether 


West took the ace or not, 
South would wind up with 
ten tricks consisting of two 
spades, six hearts and two 
diamonds. 


The big difference between 


the two methods of play is 
that if South plays correctly 
—that is, if he temporarily 
d e l a y s the extraction of 
trumps—he gives himself the 
opportunity to lead diamonds 
twice t o w a r d s dummy 
instead of once. This gives 
him a chance to establish a 
trick in dummy while dum- 
my still has an entry that 
permits the t r i c k to be 
cashed. 


There is nothing extraordi- 


nary about the right method 
of play—it is simply a mat- 
ter of looking ahead.

However, 
Simmons' schooling will not 
toe over. at that point be- 
cause he intends to remain 
at Nebraska to work on a 
master's degree. 


"The D a l l a s Cowboys

The Simmons family has

INCOME TAX: 
Standard Deduction Often Best Way 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: T h e 


standard deduction is often 
—but not always—the best 
way to figure an income 
tax r e t u r n . This article 
points out the differences 
between the various pro- 
cedures for claiming deduc- 
tions.)

Many taxpayers 
have to 


use the trial-and-error meth- 
od of determining which of 
the three procedures for figur- 
ing deductions applies to them 
—and which is the most prof- 
itable. . 
The minimum standard de- 


duction, inaugurated in 19G5, 
is designed to give a tax 
break to average or low-in- 
come families, or large fam- 
ilies. 


T h e standard deduction, 


usually 10% of income, is the 
best procedure for many tax 
payers. 


. The third method involves 
listing the actual allowable de- 
ductions: state taxes, church 
and charitable contributions, 
interest, medical 
expenses, 


etc. This is almost always 
the best procedure for those 
who have actual deductions 
of more than $1,000. The reg- 
ular standard and minimum 
standard deductions are lim- 
ited to $1,000 on a single per- 
son's return and on a joint 
return. 


Itemizing deductions m a y 


also prove beneficial for those 
with deductions below these 
amounts if the total is more 
than 109o of adjusted gross in- 
come. 


In most cases, a taxpayer 


should first find whether the 
standard or minimum stand- 
ard deduction would result in 
a larger deduction. The best 
of these two then should be 
compared with his itemized 
list. 


The minimum standard de- 


duction may confuse g o m e 
taxpayers since it is based on 
the ntunber of exemptions, In- 
cluding dependents, w h i c h 
are deductible In figuring 
your tax. Exemptions and the 
minimum standard deduction 
are separate Items — even 
though both are subtracted 
from Income and have the ef- 
fect of reducing the tax. 


If you use one of the t a x 


tables - f o r incomes under 
$5000. both the exemptions 
and deductions are computed 
automatically—you get t h e 
benefit of either the minimum 
standard deduction or t h e 
standard deduction. 


Here is one formula f o r 


computing 
t h e 
minimum 


standard deduction: A l l o w 
$300 for yourself, plus $100 
for a wife or a husband on a 
joint return, plus $100 for each 
dependent. For married p e r- 
sons filing separate returns, 
allow $200 for each spouse. If 
you are over 65 years old or 


blind, add another $100 if 
your wife or husband is 65 or 
over, or blind. If both blind 
and over 65, $100 for each 
of these exemptions. 


Here is an example: Mr. 


Kelly, married, with two chil- 
dren, has an income of $3,300. 
The regular lOTe standard de- 
duction would be $333. T h e 
minimum standard deduction 
would allow $300 for K e 11 y. 
$100 for Mrs. Kelly and $100 
each for the little Kellys, or 
$600. 


Thus, he would chose to use 


the minimum standard deduc- 
tion. Table B automatically al- 
lows him the higher dcduc- 
lon, which in this case is the 
minimum standard. Using la- 
ble B, he finds that his tax is 
$46. 


However, if he has actual 


eligible deductions of m o r e 
than $600. he can 
itemize 


them on Form 1WO and save 
money.

School Not Only Source Of Education

Pupils do not learn in school 


alone. They are surrounded 
by opportunities. 


Newspapers provide daily 


accounts of history' in the 
making. They also report the 
latest in science, education 
and medicine. They review 
the best of the new books. 


Paperback books are now- 


available to students in great 
numbers. There is a wealth of 
reference materials in librar- 
ies. Material from all these 
sources adds m e a t to the 
sometimes bare bones of the 
textbook. For, indeed, text- 
books are not being replaced. 
They still a re a necessary 
guide for both the teacher and 
tiie student. 


Without a textbook, it is dif- 


ficult for a student to look 
ahead and prepare his mind 
in advance for t h e under- 
standing of the ideas present- 
ed in the classroom. 


Need To Renew 


Students n e e d to review 


from time to time the basic 
organization of a course. As 
they add knowledge and ideas, 
these must be woven into the 
over-all pattern.

Special Organization 


Chamber President Donald 


I. Parker said the executive 
committee would form a spe- 
cial organization of approxi- 
mately 50 persons to obtain 
petition signatures, but he ad- 
v i s e d that the committee 
would remain neutral on the 
merits of the question, a n d 
would go out ct existence as 
soon as sufficient signatures 
were obtained. 


Directors supported the ac- 


tion unanimously. 


In other action the direc- 


tors threw chamber support 
behind two proposals for city 
charter 
amendments. T h e 


first would make it possible 
for the county board to sit 
as a Lincoln board of equali- 


zation. The other would re- 
move the present levy limit 
from the Lincoln city tax. 


Fluctuations Cited 


It was pointed out that the 


annual fluctuations in Intan- 
gible taxes, plus the possibil- 
ity that the Legislature will 
eliminate the intangible tax, 
combines to make the pre- 
sent 9.75 levy limit impracti- 
cable. 


President Parker announced 


the appointment of three new 
chamber directors: M a y o r 
Dean Pctcrsen, County Board 
Chairman Ralph Harlan, and 
Joseph Silverman, of t h e 
Globe Cleaners and Launder- 
ers. 


Rail Merger Gets Conditional OK 


The Lincoln Chamber of 


Commerce gave conditional 
approval to the proposed mer- 
ger of the Union Pacific and 
Hock Island railroads. 


It will not oppose the mer- 


ger provided the Union Pacif- 
ic docs not sell any segments 
of the Rock Island system. 


This position will be stated 


in a forthcoming petition in 
intervention prior to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commis- 
sion's hearing on the sale this 
spring. 


The a c t i o n was taken 


Wednesday subsequent to a 
report of the Chamber's traf- 


fic committee after several 
months of study, including 
representations from all rail- 
roads interested in the pro- 
posed merger, except the Chi- 
cago and North Western Rail- 
road.

Arthur Hill, chairman of 


the traffic committee, said a 
re-sale of the Rock Island 
southern system to the South-

heavy damage to Lincoln In 
grain and other shipments to 
the guit ports. The Rock Is- 
land currently has the second 
shortest full route to those 
ports. 


An additional request that 


Rock Island reduce its pres- 
ent main line through north- 
east Lincoln and the Antelope 
Valley to a switching line, us- 
ing an alternate line for i t s 
daily through train service, 
was also approved with a di- 
rective to address the request 
both to the Rock Island Rail- 
road and to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission.

The funds were made avail- 


able under Title Two of the 
Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act and will be 
lost to the state unless used 
by June 30. Nebraska could 
receive as much as II million 
annually under Title Two in 
comng years. 


Dr. Miller immediately con- 


tacted officials of the U.S. Of- 
fice of Education who urged 
him to attempt to make re- 
visions in the state plan to 
hurdle the legal roadblocks. 


"I doubt whether we can 


work something out with any 
other public agency because 
we would run into the same 
constitutional problem," Dr. 
Miller said. 


If a satisfactory plan can- 


not be drawn, federal offici- 
als will be requested to make

Warm Reception Dispels Winter's Chill

Ninety-one years old and 


partly lame as the result of a 
recent fall, Miguel Ulecla was 
helped from the airliner into 
the 25-degree chill of a typi- 
cal Nebraska winter evening. 


• The chill was quickly forgot- 
ten in the warmth of a recep- 
tion from about 45 already-es- 
tablished Cuban refugees, in- 
cluding members of his own 
family, assembled at the Lin- 
coln Airport to meet him. 


And Miguel Ulecla, only two 


days away from his home in 
Havana was on his way to be- 
coming another member of a 
growing Cuban colony taking 
root in one of the country's 
more unlikely areas, the flat- 
lands of the inland G r e a t 
Plains. 


As the somewhat indirect re- 


sult of a Catholic priest's 
dream Nebraska's C a p i t a l 
City has embraced 30 Cuban 
families plus scores of unac- 
companied Cuban children. 


It all started less than five 


years ago when the Rev. Ed- 
ward C. Tuchek. as director 
of the Catholic Social Service 
Bureau, sought and obtained 
permission to bring unaccom- 
panied Cuban refugee children 
to Lincoln.

Fourteen boys and 11 girls 


made up the first contingent, 
arriving in September 1961. 
Since then the total has risen 
to about 100. 


Some of the smaller chil- 


dren have been placed hi fos- 
ter homes. Others, up to age 
19, have been cared for In 
specially set np orphanage 
type group homes. 


As parents and other Cuban 


relatives have turned up in 
the United States later, they 
have been subjected to the 
Chamber of Commerce sales- 
manship of the youngsters. Re- 
luctant to leave friends and 
pleasurable school situations, 
many of the children have in- 
duced their elders also to 
adopt the city. 


Oldest Refugee 


For Miguel Ulecia, the old- 


est Cuban refugee so far to 
find his way to Lincoln, the 
problem of adjustment to Ne- 
braska's 
climate, 
language 


and 
Nordic-Slavic heritage 


promised to be more challeng- 
ing than it has for more pli- 
able youngsters and younger 
adults. 


But three weeks after his 


arrival, surrounded by chil- 
dren and grandchildren in a 
10-member household, Ulecia 
was able to say he likes it 
here, is happy to be with his 
family and is looking forward 


to summer and the chance 
once again to be in the sun. 


"He'd like to watch 
the 


girls go by," laughed a 20- 
year-old grandson, M i g u e l 
Mcndez. 


A University of Nebraska 


junior in mechanical engineer- 
ing, Miguel Mendez w o r k s 
from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. as an 
attendant at the Lincoln State 
Mental Hospital, a t t e n d s 
classes and somehow man- 
ages to find time to sleep. 


Rigorous Schedule 


Miguel's 
schedule 
is no 


more rigorous than that of his 
father, Jose Mendez, w h o 
o \\ncd two clothing stores in 
Havana u n t i l Castro's gov- 
ernment took them over. Jose 
Mendez holds do\\n full time 
jobs at two downtown stores 
for 80 work hours a w e e k, 
while his wife — Miguel Ule- 
cia's daughter— works at still 
another store as a seamstress. 


On those occasions w h e n 


the busy routine allows a 1 1 
members of the household to 
be home at one time, Grand- 
father Ulecia 
surrounded 
daughters,

and five grandchildren. 


Elsewhere in Lincoln, 27- 


year-old Dario Perez and his 
wife look forward to t h e 
Drospective arrival of par- 
ents, a grandmother, a u n t s 


and uncles and two .sisters of 
Mrs. Perez. 


"I don't think they w i l l 


want to leave here once they 
c o m e," said Perez, who 
worked in a cigarette factory 
in Havana. 


Nice Place 


"It's a nice place. If they 


want to work they can make 
it really good. And there is 
plenty of work." 


Perez puts in 44 hours a 


week as maintenance man at 
a downtown Lincoln church, 
and another 20 to 25 hours a 
w e e k at a manufacturing 
plant. 


"I guess I will never leave 


here," he said. "We arc doing 
really well." 


Perez is amused at t h e 


quick Americanization — U.S. 
style—of the oldest of his two 
daughters, 4-year-old Teresa. 


"She only wants to speak 


Engb'sh all the time," said the 
father, who counted only one 
year's study of the language 
before he left Cuba. 


"She also dances the twist. 


She's terrific." 


Cubans here say language 


represents the most difficult 
adjustment. Youngsters pick- 
up English quickly, but elders 
find it more of a struggle. 


"When I came to this coun- 


try 3V£ years ago the only 
thing I could say in English 


was 'I am hungry' and 'I am 
thirsty.'" recalled Mario Fi 
allo, now 16.-"But 1 knew as 
long as I could say that much 
I would not die." 


Snow and winter's cold are 


largely shrugged off, but there 
are low bows for the friendll 
neis of Nebraska people. 


"It hasn't bothered." said 


M i g u e l 
Mendez 
of the 


weather. "Sometimes I like 1 
better than Cuba, where the 
weather does not change 
Here you always have some- 
thing to look forward to." 


Different Diet 


Diet forces some adjust- 


ment, although most older Cu 
bans cling to such staples as 
black beans, rice, chicken and 
ham. 
The 27 unaccompanied Cu- 


ban boys at the St. Thomas 
orphanage which Father Tn- 
chek supervises in south Lin- 
coln eat catered meals, U.S. 
style, and traditional Cuban 
fare Is reserved for extraordi- 
nary occasions. On Christmas 
Eve, Cuban mothers In Lin- 
coin prepared a special meal 
for the boys of rice, black 
beans and a whole, 150-pound 
roast pig. 


Like most boys at the or- 


phanage. Carlos Rosello, 17. 
was sent to the United States 
by his parents to escape Cas 
tro-type indoctrination. 


"If we had stayed there we 


would have become Commu- 
nists because that's all they 
teach there." he explained. 


The reunions with later-ar- 


riving parents have posed 
some adjustment problems. 


Carlos Rosello, facing de- 


parture to join his recently 
arrived parents in Boston, 
Mass., was saddened by t h e 
thought of leaving friends, 
some of which he had lived 
with through his entire 3'£ 
years in the United States. 


"They are like brothers to 


me, and that's why I don't 
want to go to Boston," he 
said. "I don't want to have to 
make new friends." 


For Mario Fallo, the out- 


look was better. His parents 
were coming to Lincoln for a 
reunion which Mario envi- 
sioned as "the most wonder- 
ful thing that has ever hap- 
pened to me." 


Foresees Conflict 


But in at least one area — 


the custom of unchaperoned 
teenage dating — Mario saw 
the prospect of some conflict 
with his parents, accustomed 
to Cuba's chaperonage cus- 
toms.

Power Transfer Asked 
The Omaha and Consumers 


Public Power Districts filed a 
Joint application with the Ne- 
braska Power Review Board 
Wednesday to .transfer t h e 
Omaha district's operations in 
Lancaster and Gage Counties 
to the Consumers district 


The transfer.would have the 


effect of excluding the Omaha 
district from the power merg- 
er plan authorized by the 1965 
Legislature.' 


The Power Review Board 


set Feb. 23 for a bearing In 
Lincoln on the application. 


The Omaha district present- 


ly operates in 17 counties, and 
the power merger law author- 
ized creation of a wholesale 
grid system In July involving 
all Nebraska districts operat- 
ing in more than 15 counties. 


The merger was intended to 


affect only the Consumers and 
Loup River Public Power 
Districts and Platte Valley 
Public Power and Irrigation 
District, with the Omaha dis- 
trict expected to reduce its 
operations sufficiently to ex- 
clude itself from the merger. 


In a court test of the law, 


Platte District Judge C. 
Thorn a i White ruled the 
merger meoMtJfcrttfMJ be- 
cause it failei to jchre Dttt- 
lac and Sarpy Gentle* repre- 
sentation en the fird system's 
governing board. 


Judge White said he could 


not assume the Omaha dis- 
trict would take action to ex- 
clude Itself. 


The State Justice Depart- 


ment has appealed the ruling 
to the State Supreme Court 
The Joint OPPD-CPPD trans- 


fer application said Consum- 
ers would pay the Omaba dis- 
trict $3MM fer OPFIVs rural 
distribution systems fa Lan- 
caster and Gage Counties. 


The application said OPPD 


currently serves four custom- 
ers in Gage and 47 customers 
in Lancaster. 


Under the arrangement the 


Morris Public Power District 
which has a contract to pur- 
chase OPPD's Lancaster and 
Gage operations any time 
within the next four and one 
half years, would have the 
right to purchase the opera- 
tions from Consumers.

September to W i l l i a m T. 
Shinn, a consular official who 
visited Mott in jail. 


However Slate Department 


Press Officer Robert J. Me- 
Closkey said the only Soviet 
citizen held in a U.S. pri- 
son was a convicted spy, Igor 
A. Ivanov, who is under 20- 
year sentence but presently 
free under bail, pending an 
appeal. 


"The exchange of Mott for 


a convicted professional spy," 
McCIoskcy said, "would have 
been out of the question in 
our view. To sanction such 
an exchange would be to en- 
courage Soviet authorities to 
seize American tourists on 
trumped up charges or no 
charges at all in order to get 
persons for such trades." 


Mott, convicted of crossing 


the Soviet border illegally, 
had 
been sentenced 
to 18 


months. Last week he died 
and the Soviets reported he 
had committed suicide.
